After personal examination 
of 
the crossing at Irvine station, I 
agree with the newspapers in des­ 
ignating it as a “ death curve.” 
But let me hasten to say that it 
is not the only “ death curve” or 
“ death trap” in this county, 
and 
that all the counties are well sup­ 
plied with such crossings. 
Furthe rmore , le t me s a y , with 
a ll pos s ible e mpha s is , 
tha t, 
a s 
a utomobile s a re now driv e n a nd 
a s tra ins a re now run, a ll gra de 
c ros s ings a re “de a th tra ps .” 
There is no such thing as a safe 
grade crossing for 
the 
average 
automobile driver, for the average 
automobile d river w ill not "Stop, 
Look, Listen," as the law of the 
state and the law of prudence de­ 
mands that he should 
O, the suffering, the anguisn, 
the sleepless nights, with clam ­ 
my brow, and ..id e-open eyes star­ 
ing into the drakness; the silent 
shrieking of conscience, that lov- 
ing-kindness can neither hear nor 
still, and that w ill not, listen to 
specious 
defensive 
reasoning; 
the terrible pictures that will nev­ 
er fade from m em ory; the shatter­ 
ed nerves, the broken health, the 
saddened and 
ruined 
lives— all 
this might be averted if drivers 
of automobiles would only “ Stop,. 
Look, 
Listen" 
at 
all 
railroad 
crossings when the track is not 
in plain sight both ways. 
But, of course, the duty and ob­ 
ligation rests heavily on the rail­ 
roads and the counties and states 
to provide every 
possible 
safe­ 
guard. 
As 1 have said, the crossing at 
Irvine station is a bad one. 
The 
fact that there are others as bad 
or worse, does not make this one 
any better. 
Yesterday I drove out to Irvine 
and stopped my m achine with the 
front wheels w ithin twenty feet of 
the track. 
Sitting in the machine 
thus located, l would 
be 
'about 
'thirty feet from the track, and 1 
could not see a train approaching 
from the south until the engine 
would be within 200 feet of the 
crossing. 
Of course 
that 
would 
be too late for either the loco­ 
motive engineer or the 
automo- 
mobile driver to stop—a collision 
would be inevitable. 
Trains go by Irvin e at great 
sneed. and so 
do 
automobiles, 
and the wonder is that terrible 
accidents like that 
of 
Saturday 
have been so 
long 
miraculously 
averted. 
Approaching the Irvine 
cross­ 
ing troni this (S a n ta Ana) side, 
when about a half-mile away, by 


looking to the left-front at an an­ 
gle of about. 27» degrees, one could 
see a train approaching from tlie 
south when it. was about a half- 
mile from the crossing— that is, 
about a m iie aw ay from the ob­ 
server; 
but unless one was fa­ 
m iliar w ith the road he would not 
be looking in the right direction 
at the right time, and a moment 
later both train and auto would, 
be hidden from each other by the 
huge warehouse. 
There is a wig-wag and bell at 
the crossing, but the wig-wag is 
not visible to the 
driver 
going 
south until he makes 
the 
sharp 
turn to the right, and then he is 
dangerously close to 
the 
cross­ 
ing. 
If the wind is blowing or 
his machine is a noisy one, he can 
hardly hear the bell in time for it 
to serve as fair warning. 
W hat should be done about it? 
W h at can be done? 
One tiling that could and should 
be done is to place a 
D A N G E R " 
sign 200 feet this 
(Santa 
Ana) 
side of tne turn at Irvine. 
For 
a driver going this road for the 
first, time 
not 
only 
does 
not 
know he is approaching a cross­ 
ing until he 
reaches 
the 
turn 
(almost at the crossing), but from 
the general 
appearance 
of 
the 
road and building ahead he has 
every reason to oeileve that he is 
not approaching a crossing. 
Coming back home, 1 observed 
the crossing on F irs t street. 
Ap­ 
proaching it from the east, the 
track to the south is com pletely 
hidden by 
the 
two-story 
brick 
building of the Santa A na W hole­ 
sale 
Grocery 
Company. 
This 
crossing is only less 
dangerous 
than that at Irvine 
station 
be­ 
cause neither trains nor machines 
run as fast in the city as they 
do out on the Irvine ranch. 
And a little further 
cast 
on 
First we come to t lie F. E. cross­ 
ing, which is potentially .quite as 
much of a "death trap” 
as 
any 
crossing I know; but 
everybody 
fam iliar vvitn Santa Ana streets 
knows its danger, and 
the 
city 
and the P. E. protect the unwary 
to the utmost by the slow-run.ling 
of electric cars and 
the 
careful 
tending of the wig-wag bell. 
W ell, what are we going to do 
about it a ll? 
First, my remedy is for auto­ 
mobile drivers to 
“ Stop, 
Look, 
Listen” at railroad crossings. 
Second, keep everlastingly at it 
by public agitation and legislation 
until we do 
aw ay 
with 
grade 
crossings 
on 
main-travel 
high­ 
ways.
